Bridge trail gets $2 million ‘bonus’

The addition of $2 million in new 
federal funding for the renovation of 
the old Chain of Rocks Bridge as a 
bicycle/pedestrian trail is icing on 
the cake for the region’s trail system. 

And quite a surprise, too. 

The $2 million was among $8.5 mil- 
lion for Metro East trail projects 
included in the revised federal trans- 
portation bill, which is expected to be 
signed by President Bill Clinton with- 
in the week 

The bill also contains $5.5 million 
for a multi-purpose trail adjacent to 
the St. Clair County MetroLink exten- 
sion, and $1 million for the Conflu- 
ence Bikeway in Madison County. _ 

“Phe Chain of Rocks Bridge is 
owned by the city of Madison and is 
leased to -Trailnet Inc., which is reno- 
vating the structure as the world’s 
longest estrian and bicycle bridge. 
When the 3.4 million renovation is 
completed, the bridge is expected to 


be the centerpiece to a more than 
100-mile long trail system on both 
sides of the river 

Executive Director Ted Curtis, said 
the inclusion of so many bikeway pro- 

jects is “amazing.” 

The money for the bridge renova- 
tion was put in at the request of U.S 
Sen. Christopher “Kit’’ Bond, R-Mis- 
souri, and came as a complete sur- 
prise, Curtis said 

“We had talked to Bond’s office 
about a year ago,’’ he said. 

Curtis said Bond is a “‘bridge per- 
son’”’ and is on the House-Senate Con- 
ference Committee 

“All of a sudden it’s there,’’ Curtis 
said. 

He said Trailnet will probably have 
to find up to $500,000 in matching 
funds for the $2 million. But with $1.3 
million in government and private 
funds already pledged and ear- 
marked, they now have all the money 
needed to renovate the structure. 

“Two million dollars really puts us

Bicycle trails

With additional federal funding for 
the Chain of Rocks Bridge, Conflu- 
ence Bikeway and other related pro- 
jects, the St. Louis region’s bicycle 
trail system is doing well and will 
only get better.

Metro East trail projects will 
receive $8.5 million in earmarked 
funds under a proposed federal 
transportation spending bill. That 
figure does not include other money 
that will be available in federal or 
state grants because of new federal 
funding. 4 

“The transportation bill is great

In addition to the Chain of Rocks 
Bridge, the big winners are the Con- 
fluence Bikeway, a trail running 
from Alton to Granite City along the 
Mississippi River; and the trail 
adjacent the St. Clair County Metro- 
Link Extension, which will receive 
$5.5. million. 


The Chain of Rocks Bridge is con- 
sidered the centerpiece of the 
region’s bicycle and pedestrian trail 
system. 

The overall plan is called the Con- 
fluence Greenway and includes the 
bridge, Confluence Bikeway, Vadala- 
bene Trail (both north of Alton to 
Pere Marquette State Park in Graf- 
ton and from Edwardsville to Horse

The 
man spoke very little English, and the representa- 
tives of the store convinced him to sign a release in 
exchange for $1200. After later consulting with a 
doctor, the injured party leared that he had a pos- 
sible herniated disc in his back which could 
require surgery. Can he avoid the release and 
reopen the claim? 

To answer this question, one must first under- 
stand the nature of a release under Illinois law. A 
release is actually a contract between the partie:

The Appellate Co upheld an avoidance of the 


release and also uphefd a subsequent money} 
judgment of over $40,000. The Court noted that 


releases should be vacated where there is a 
mutual mistake as to the nature and extent of a 
person’s injuries. In this case, the man’s injuries 
appeared to have healed, and the treating physi- 
cians saw nothing to suggest the blood clot which f 
later developed on the brain. The Court also 
emphasized that only $900 had been paid origi- 
nally, which appeared to further indicate that the 
parties were ignorant of the extent of the injury. 
The Court noted that $900 failed to even cover the 
original property damage and medical bills 
incurred curing the injured man’s apparent 
convalescence. 

In light of this decision, can the man who fell in 
the grocery store avoid the release? There cer- 
tainly appears to be a mutual mistake as to the 
nature and extent of his injuries, similar to the f 
case discussed above. This, when coupled with 
the man’s inability to understand English, may be 
enough to reopen the case. t
